The California system of Instructional materials adoption consists.. of 
twd Important phases. The first occurs on the statewide level. The State 
Board of Education, assisted l)y the Curriculum Development and- SuppjjBmental 
Materials Carmtssion and otl%er advisory groups, determines legal compliance 
and attempts tdT supply school distnicts. within the limits of the law, with . 
lists of educationally valid materials, sufficiently diverse to meet the 
educational negds of all the children in the schools^of California. The Second 
phase occurs when school districts receive these lists and must then decide 
which of the materials, listed will best fit their own programs and their own 
pupils. ' ^ 

In designing the procedures to be followed in the statewide process, the 
State Board recognized an obligation to communicate to school districts as 
much /as possible of the information devel^ed at. the state level to help them 
in tks^r local selection processes. As afresult, the^Board Has directed that 
this selection guide be preparedfind distributed to all the schools in the state. 

By roughly classifying materials and-.describing their chief characteristics 
and approaches, the guixle can assist distrtcfts to do a more^fficlent job of 
selection. It cannot, however, be considered a substitute for careful examina- 
tion of those mateKlAls to be considered for selection. , 



The guide* was prepared by teachers and county and district personnel 
throughout the state, who gave freely of their time and e>;pert1se to make this 
fjocument available to their colleagues. 



Since the tesi of the document will be its usefulness to school district 
personnel in their selection of.materUls, we invite your corrinents and any' 
suggestions ydu'niight' have for future guides. 
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PREFACE 



The 1972 provisions of the Education Code placed upon school districts 
a new responsibility--that of -s'electing. material s from an extens'ive materials 
list prbvided by the Stale Board,'Of Education. ,At the same tTine. the code has 
limited districts each yeaV tQ^those selections that would cost rio more than 
seven dollars per a.d.a, , mintf? qertain overhead cost^-of the state, plus' 
cost-of-living adjustments in^Jsubsequent years. 

( • 
This new responsibility requires .each district to perform a number of 
tasks. First, the district must plan its curriculum obj§(B*.ives and project a 
schedule for when it wishes to replace materials in each subject matter area. 
Second, a district must take inventory of those already availably materials 
that will help accompl ish its curriculum objectives. Third, a district must 
decide what kinds of materials are* needed from the state to satisfy its in- 
structional materials needs. ■ , ' ^ * 

Some districts accompl ish. these -steps on a districtwide basis and some on 
a school-site basis. Either way, these decisions must be made before the -In- ^ 
structional Materials Selection Guide can be useful. By classifying and describ- 
ipg the materials, the fiuide served to reduce the rfumber of material^ .that must 
be viewed before final decisions are made. ^ 

( Staff development can be most important when new materials ar^ Introduced; 
Often publishers and producers are ready and willing to supply such services. 
But districts must plan for and organize these programs and provide. time for 
teachers to participate. ^ 

It is hoped that .school districts will look upon this process as an oppor- 
tunity to increase their control over their 'own curricula and to impro;i^e their 
selectivity in the use of instructional materials. 
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INTRODUCTION 



Five Selection 6u1de^ have been prepared for this 1977 adoption. Each, 
contains descriptions oflltems^ln one or more of the subject matter areas 
Included in the adoption, distributed as follows: (1) .Health; (2) Mathematics 
(3) Musici "(4) Science; and (5^; Social Science.* - 

Each guide has three distinct parts. The first, called anjndex to the 
Guide, lists the adopted. items > on a chart that gives certain basic Inftmna- 
tfofTabout each item. This information 'Is designed to prcfvlde a quick classi- 
fication^ thus enabling the iis(^t to identify those materials that could be 
expected to meet -the parti cu lair needs in question. / 

Each listing then^ gives a page reference to the second part of the Guide, 
which details information about the materials lUted. Programs that cov^all 
the grades, from, ^indeilaanen tht-ougii grade eight, are discussed in two ptrts., 
on^ for kindergarten tl^ough gritde six and another for grades seven and eight. 

Th^ prices listed for tW components named in the descriptions are^those' 
bi^-to the state, and they therefore include both tax and transportation and 
tend to be higher than catalog prices. ' Also, tlhey.are effective July J. 1978. 
Teachers fiditions are- of ten fmift with the purchase of 25 student editions, 
0bt this is not reflected in the prices qudted here. It will M necessary for 
the district to check the RequUiti oil Form (TH) in order to ldam ,when the 
teacher editfons can be obtain^ fr^ of charge. 

Users of these Guides will note that almost every description includes, 
a reminder that use of the Guide cannot be substituted for ac«ial study of 
the ifiateria'ts which have beerrsilecterf from the Guide . In th« back of this

GENERAL DESCRIPTION: A 5>8 multigraded, multimedia basic or supportive program 
developed by tbe Education Development Center imder^ grants from the National I Science 
Founcbtion. Jerome Brioner was it^trumental in formulatii^ the tlieoretical point^of view 
and the curriculum guidelines for this course in his book.
